Mr0  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  end  of  each  year  it  is  the  duty  of  a 
medical  officer  of  health  to  make  to  the  local  authority  a  report  for  that 
year  on  the  sanitary  circumstances,  on  the  sanitary  administration,  on  the 
vital  statistics  and  on  any  other  matters  concerning  their  district  on  which 
he  considers  it  desirable  to  report  or  on  which  the  Secretary  of  State  requires 
him  to  reporto 

The  medical  officer  of  health  has  also  a  duty  to  inform  himself  as  far  as 
practicable  respecting  all  matters  affecting  or  likely  to  affect  the  public 
health  in  the  district  for  which  he  is  appointed  and  be  prepared  to  advise  the 
local  authority  on  any  such  matter  ■> 


The  tables  that  follow  contribute  to  the  fulfilment  of  these  duties*  The 

previous  report  covered  the  years  1967-69  for  vital  statistics  and  sanitary 
circumstances  and  the  years  1967-71  for  communicable  disease *  I  had  hoped  to 
provide  a  detailed  commentary  on  those  three  parts  of  that  report  but  it  has 
as  yet  not  been  feasible  nor  is  a  detailed  commentary  now  possible  on  the  tables 
for  1970,  1972  (+  in  parts  1973)  of  this  reporto  The  observations  which  follow 
relate  to  all  the  above  years. 

From  1967-72  the  adjusted  birth  rate  for  Northfleet  has  been  greater  than 
that  of  Ehgland  and  Wales  and  the  downward  trend  has  been  less  marked* 


The  adjusted  death  rate  has  been  akin  to  that  of  England  and  Wales  but 
whereas  the  latter  showed  an  increase  in  the  winters  1969-70  and  1st  and  4th 
quarter  of  1972  due  to  influenza  that  disease  appeared  to  have  no  such  effect 
in  Northfleet  although  its  incidence  in  1969-70  was,  judging  by  sickness  benefit 
claims,  quite  outstanding  (figure  xii  of  part  2  previous  report)* 


The  last  maternal  death  of  Northfleet  was  in  1966  which,  related  to  all 
subsequent  live  and  still  births,  represents  a  death  rate  similar  to  that  of 
England  and  Wales «  Like  the  latter  the  Northfleet  rate  has  shown  a  noteworthy 
downward  trend  in  the  last  four  decades*  (Table  XV  1967-69  report*)

The  stillbirth  and  infant  death  rates  of  Northfleet  1967-72  if  one  can 
interpret  the  small  numbers  on  which  they  are  based  were  akin  to  those  of 
England  and  Wales*  The  detailed  causes  of  death  were  given  for  1967-69  (Table 
XVI  of  that  report)  and  with  few  exceptions  all  occurred  in  hospital  and  few 
were  preventable* 
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The  pattern  of  the  main  causes  of  death  in  Northfleet  was  similar  to  that 
of  Greater  London  and  of  England  and  Wales  (Table  VII  A  and  B). 

Respiratory  disease  appears  to  have  had  a  death  rate  in  Northfleet  less 
than  England  and  Wales  and  less  than  that  of  London  and  the  bronchitis  death 
rate  in  Northfleet  appears  to  have  had  a  downward  trend  since  1958(Tables  VIII 
and  IX ) • 

The  Northfleet  death  rate  for  coronary  heart  disease  is  akin  to  that  of 
London  and  England  and  Wales  and  likewise  is  increasing „ 

The  death  rate  for  lung  cancer  in  Northfleet  1958-72  was  less  than  that 
of  London  and  similar  to  that  of  England  and  Wales 0  Like  both  the  trend  was 

one  of  increase o  In  May  1969  the  six-monthly  x-ray  service  to  find  early  cases 
of  cancer  was  withdrawn  it  being  found  unproductive „  (Table  XXVII  previous  report) 
It  had  been  introduced  in  1961  with  a  view  to  getting  cases  while  they  were 
operable o  The  disease  pattern  of  lung  cancer  and  the  death  rate  suggested  that 
this  special  hospital  service  was  receiving  too  high  priority  and  this  Council9 s 
Committee  were  so  informed  in  196l»  Several  thousand  x-rays  over  the  eight  years 
showed  the  arithmetic  of  1961  to  have  been  worthy  of  attention,, 

1967-72  in  Northfleet  produced  7  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  womb  which  includes 
the  body  as  well  as  the  cervixo  The  ages  were  35-^4?  1?  55-64?  2,  65-74?  4. 

These  figures  also  suggest  that  cervical  cytology  may  also  be  receiving  excessive 
priority  from  the  hospital  service » 

Deaths  from  violence  were  detailed  in  the  previous  report o  Motor  vehicle 

accidents  1958-69  produced  a  death  rate  in  Northfleet  similar  to  that  of  England 
and  Wales  arid  17  years  in  Northfleet  produced  38  deaths  from  suicide  and  a  death 
rate  therefrom  also  similar  to  that  of  England  and  Wales 0 

Except  for  a  case  of  typhoid  fever*  the  years  1967-73  produced  nothing  note¬ 
worthy  in  the  field  of  communicable  disease «  In  the  ten  years  1964-73  the  number 

of  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  on  the  register  was  reduced  by  almost  two-; 
thirds  -  176  down  to  62o  The  number  of  new  cases  notified  in  those  ten  years  was 
48  which  gives  a  rate  of  19  per  100,000  population  -  for  1972  the  rate  for  England  , 
was  180  Mass  x-ray  1956-71  found  active  cases  at  about  the  same  rate  in  North- 
fleet  and  Gravesend  as  in  England  -  and  like  the  latter  referral  by  general 
practitioners  produced  a  rate  over  five  times  that  produced  by  the  public 0  In 
the  years  1967-71  Mass  x-ray  found  12  cases  of  lung  cancer.  (Table  XXVII «  1967-71 
report) • 

The  underlying  causes  of  death  of  188  cases  removed  by  death  from  the  register 
of  respiratory  tuberculosis  in  the  four  districts  I  serve  give  bronchitis  in  15$ 
of  cases  and  lung  cancer  in  15$  whereas  in  the  general  population  of  roughly  the 
same  age  group  the  percentages  are  5$  and  5$<>  It  can  be  conjectured  that  the 
bronchitis  deaths  of  those  on  the  register  are  the  late  effects  of  tuberculosis  but 
one  might  also  conjecture  that  there  is  an  association  between  the  lung  cancer  and 
previous  lung  damage  caused  by  tuberculosis « 

Since  1968  the  biennial  cycle  of  measles  has  been  disrupted  by  vaccination 
as  shown  in  detail  in  the  previous  report  (Tables  XXVII  to  XXI  1969-71  report 
pages  54-61  and  in  this  report  Table  XIII) «  Nevertheless  there  is  greater  scope 
for  the  use  of  the  vaccine  -  little  more  than  50$  of  children  have  immunity  against 
the  disease  by  both  natural  infection  and  vaccination  (Table  XVIIe) „  The  same 
applies  to  England  of  which  the  C0Mo0o  in  his  report  for  1972  writes? 

"The  situation  regarding  measles  is  most  unsatisfactory <>  As  effective 
vaccine  is  available;  it  could  prevent  most*  if  not  all,  of  the  exposure 
of  our  children  to  an  infection  which  is  otherwise  universal «  It  could 
save  20  to  40  children's  lives  a  year*  It  causes  minor  reactions  in 
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some  children  but  is  one  of  the  safer  vaccines „  If  we  have  more 
than  100,000  cases  of  measles  a  year,  it  is  because  we  choose  to 
have  them,  and  that  should  not  be®  There  are  countries  in  which 
full  use  of  the  vaccine  is  made. and  measles  has  been  reduced  to 
far  lower  levels®" 

The  vaccination  rates  for  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping 
cough  are  good®  Should  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria  occur  in  the  district 
Table  XVII  demonstrating  this  should  give  reassurance  to  those  concerned 
with  the  control  of  infection.. 

The  sanitary  circumstances  and  sanitary  administration  i®e®  environmental 
health  matters  are  the  most  direct  concern  of  the  Council.,  In  regard  to 
housing  the  number  of  houses  demolished  is  the  greatest  of  the  four  Councils 
I  serve  and  contains  the  greatest  proportion  of  demolitions  for  redevelopment ® 

Of  the  three  urban  districts  the  increase  in  dwellings  per  10,000  population 
in  post-war  years  is  the  greatest  but  is  associated  with  the  greatest  inward 
flow  of  population  (Table  XXXVII  of  the  previous  report) ®  Table  XXXVIII 
thereof  shews  that  Northfleet  has  a  rate  of  improvement  grants  similar  to  the 
above  districts  but  a  much  greater  proportion  are  the  more  comprehensive  dis¬ 
cretionary  grants o  In  this  present  report  I  have  tried  to  relate  the  housing 
provision  of  Northfleet  to  housing  need  and  conjectured  that  theoretically 
one  might  regard  the  1961  housing  need  to  have  been  meto  (Table  XVIII)® 

In  regard  to  water  bacteriological  pollution  is  now  unlikely  in  public 
supplies  -  what  is  of  more  interest  now  is  its  mineral  content ®  The  water  here 
is  hard  and  may  have  benefits  regarding  heart  health®  That  it  comes  from  wells 
would  be  helpful  should  there  ever  be  significant  radioactive  fall-out®  However 
it  is  deficient  in  fluorine  and  the  weight  of  evidence  and  an  abundance  of  in¬ 
formed  authorities  would  regard  the  quality  of  our  water  in  this  respect  to  be 
inadequate o 

The  Council's  swimming  pool  opened  in  March  1973  and  routine  sampling 
showed  the  water  to  be  almost  sterile  -  a  feature  common  to  well-run  pools0 
However  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  it  is  water  from  a  pool  containing  a 
substantial  surface  area  of  human  skin  and  mucous  membrane  and  numerous  feet 
I  interpret  this  as  over  chlorination  and  this  point  of  view  has  been  given 
attention® 

In  regard  to  drainage  the  quality  of  the  effluent  from  the  Council's  water 
pollution  prevention  works  appears  to  have  changed  little  since  196?* 

In  regard  to  food  hygiene  and  food  content  the  Tables  XXI-XXII  outline  the 
protection  given  to  the  consumer  by  the  work  of  the  Council's  public  health 
inspectors  and  the  County  sampling  officer® 

Atmospheric  pollution  is  a  matter  of  local  interest  and  the  air  hygiene 
tables  1967-69  reports  displayed  the  marked  downward  trend  of  pollution  by  the 
products  of  combustion  and  also  the  downward  trend  of  dust  to  1969  from  the 
nuisance  years  of  1962®  A  separate  report  has  since  been  submitted  to 
contribute  to  an  interpretation  of  the  subsequent  trend  along  Thames-side® 

In  regard  to  the  local  position  at  Northfleet  it  is  only  practicable  here  to 
repeat  what  was  in  my  report  for  1964-66  that  the  subject  here  is  a  tug  o'  war 
between  housewives  and  cement  economics  the  proximity  of  that  industry  to 
residential  development  being  unique® 
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The  last  report  presented  one  picture  of  outstanding  achievement,  namely 
the  satisfactory  reduction  of  Sr  90  fall-out  in  Kent  following  the  test  ban 
treaty  of  19&3°  In  health  matters  international  co-operation  at  times  shows 
up  well.  This  is  one  such  success* 

I  am  required  to  comment  on  sanitary  administration*  Apart  from  cpmmuni- 
cable  disease  there  can  be  lack  of  clarity  in  the  motives  with  which  environmental 
health  matters  are  conducted*  While  health  requirements  often  include  those  of 
amenity  they  may  at  times  be  in  opposition  thereto*  Relevant  comment  based  on 
health  philosophy  may  not  be  appreciated  by  other  disciplines  and  presentation 
of  independent  advice  can  be  inequitably  difficult*  Unless  the  public  servant 
concerned  with  the  biological  aspects  of  health  has  the  incentive  and  means  of 
informing  himself  comprehensively  on  the  wide  aspects  of  the  environment  and  the 
means  of  independent  expression  his  position  in  this  health  field  will  be  in¬ 
effective*  This  may  be  relevant  in  the  present  time  of  change* 

I  thank  the  Council  and  my  colleagues  for  support  in  the  preparation  of  this 
report  and  our  senior  clerical  assistant  for  her  patience  in  its  compilation*
